WHY SOLDIERS DESERT, 

Offlrer. Tli'nif a Man In the Kanh. an In- 

frrlnt llfiitc tn Th.ntsrir,... 

The follo-.vlnj; extracts from a ..oldier'i 
letter received by tho writer will show 
what life St soase of the army posu ir 
and how reomltt yIow the efforts of tho 
(iovornnient Ut find out tbo principal 
r«'a>on^ (or ili'-„.rtion: 

"I litn c hail tbo blues worte than is 
usual with mo, and tbat is say ing a great 
deal, for 1 have had one oointlnuod Bt of 
the biuea simoat ever tlnoe I oame bore. 
Upon my wort. life here It without ex- 
ception tbo deadest, dulleit, and moat 
miserable I liave ever eiperlencod. 
The s,iini. routine day afl^T day, no 
chancre or voriety of any kind, and Uie 
only thing wo have to look forward l<i 
Is that the winter is drawin; tn a close. 

"I/Ot^dy there w:i* a ll.iard of In piiry 
in session for a lon;^ tiriic for tin* pur- 
pose of di^cov.'riu'; the c:iuses of J,'ier- 
tlon. What ennclusion tlicy nfrivdl at 
1 do nut know, but 1 »ill say that any 
enll.sti..d man of ordinary lntelli|;ence 
could givo many reasons for the great 
nuinher of desortlnns which nocnr every 
year. The lili a of a niiriibi-r of blffh of- 
ficers of the army .l,-t.'ri.ii:iiu;,' t%u cause 
of desertion la ridiculous If fur only this 
r.iason: Uosortert aro not given a 
cbane.i to state what caused them to de- 
sert, and the men wh.i n-inaln (many of 
whom only slay bccaii c llicy are afraid 
of the eon.seqiit.nces). ami who could 
givo tho board plenty of lii,'ortii:ition on 
the tuhjiK't If they were allowisl, havo 
no opportunity to air their complaluta, 
and, at you too, tho men wbo aro mos^ 
ly concerned are not asked fo^ tholr 
opinions. 

"Diirlmr the si'.niiner of Iss'.l articles 
wore published In several New York pa^ 
pora tn regard to food tupplied to 
reerults at David's Island, saying that 
an olllc'r of lii-li raiili bad b.^eu Inter- 
viinv. li all 1 sui.l that 1|.' u.iiiia be 
sattsried to I'at the sauic fotui as sup- 
plied to tho suhllurj ther... After Ih.Iiik 
stationed there fuur months. 1 um com- 
T>etent to Juiltfo, and I do say tbat at the 
\riy best the food was tuoh at only a 
very bunjfry man would care to cat 
Tliis is easily proved, as nine-tenths of 
the nn-n actually sis'iit the preati-r part 
uf tholr pay in onlur tu get somothliiif 
thoy oould eat, and for which, by tho 
way, they were charged double what 
they wouKl have to pay In any town or 
city. .\nd as v<»u will .see. no board of 
olUcers alono will over det^-rloine the 
true caii-e of desertion. Olllcers think 
a man in the ranks an Interior b ^ing tu 
themselves, tn foot to ho general 'dog- 
rublHTs.'

! deserted his p.isU 'I'hn relief at :t a. m. 
found his gun and belt, but no sentry, 
and when you oonslder that .luin Had It 
necessary to leave tn tba Seaa of win- 
ter in North Dakota you may consider 
that tboro Is somntUiuif rolti-n in itio 
State of Denmark.' "— N. Y. Times.

THE NEW CONSI ITUTION. 
The \ol<'ls of Iveutlli'Ly will 
lied lljM'li ill the iie\t .\ii|^UKt 
tion to HeliH-t dele^^ates to a eoiiven 
tiou to revise, alttsr and amend the 
present Constitution of Kentiuky 
and ao important a matter should Ih< 
thoroughly discussed, both through 
the press and ou the rostrum, ao that 
the delegates selected m^y be ou- 
li;;liteued as to the wiahea of the 
fK'ople. 

We are now living under the third 
Coustitutioq. The first was formed 
at Danville, Ky,, ia VW. 8*mjul 
McDowell waa preMenl ot that oou- 
veution, which was oompoaed of 
delegates representing only nine 
counties, which waa the number of 
counties then in the State. 

By the pioriaiona of that Conatitu- 
tipn,avotowaatobe(akHibi theyeara 
1797 and 1798 aa to calling another 
oonTantion to revise or -amend that 
Oonstitution. The vote cast in tho^e 
years was in favor of calling another 
couvoution and aocordhi^y • aecond 
eouvontion washald in ITIIB at IVauk- 
fort, Ky., which in the meantime had 
lieen selected aa the aeat of govem- 
meut. The iStale was thou composed 
of 25 couutios, and Alexander S. 
Bullitt was president of that couvon- 
tiou. Thin, the second Constitution 
of Kentucky, remaiiuHl iu force from 
tlie I7tli day of August, I7iKI, to the 
Ilth day of June, I.'^.'itl, ut which time 
the present or third CjDstitutiou was 
adopted, Jas. Outlirie, of Louitiville, 
was president of the laiil couveutiou, 
and the State was thou com|x>sod of 
KXi cvunties. Uuly three of the dele- 
gates to this couveutiou are uow liv- 
ing, viz: David Meriwealher, of Jeff- 
erson county; Willis B. llauhen, of 
I. yon county, and John D. Uonria, of 

Christian. 

W illi the provisions of llr" our 
present Constitution every intijliigcnt 
void is |iresiiiii,(l lo Ix' familiar, and 
hin iiif; solemnly delermined at two 
Hllicessive eleitioiis that this Coll.sti- 
tulion should liere\;si.il ami allerisl 
so as to iMilter re|Mes,.nl. ufler a lapse 
iof tO years, the ehiiiipd i-oiidition 
and srnlinieiii of ihe luopU., „ume 
11 asoiis iiiiisl I'xihl fortius lall.
